THE WEEK OF MARCH 15. ANGIELSKI IS THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF THE 
GDANSK MEDICAL ACADEMY AND THE DIRECTOR OF ITS SCHOOL OF 
CLINICAL PATHOLOGY. HE IS, REPORTEDLY ONE OF THE YOUNGEST 

FULL PROFESSORS IN THE MEDICAL EDUCATION SYSTEM AND IS HIGHLY
